On June 30, 1984, this variance shall
expire and after that date all portions of the Flambeau river shall meet the stan-
dards for fish and aquatic life and recreational use, including the dissolved oxygen
standard of 5.0 mg/L,

(b) Newton creek in the city of Superior, from the headwaters to its mouth into
Hog Island Inlet of Superior Bay shall be classified as a noncontinuous stream and
shall also be classified for fish and aquatic life uses with the subcategory of limited
forage fish communities. Hog Island Inlet and Superior Bay shall be classified for
fish and other aquatic life uses with the subcategory of great lake communities.
